As the result of the work of 15 
years, 21 institutions of learning are now planted in the centers of 
oar Southern country, six of these institutions being legally char- 
tered with full collegiate powers. According to the published 
statement of the Assistant Secretary of the Society, " fully $300,- 
000 have been invested in permanent real estate — lands and 
buildings on which there is not a dollar of indebtedness. " 

The educational establishments within the bounds of this Con- 
ference have enjoyed a year of great prosperity. The New Or- 
leans University, under the efficient management of Professor I. N. 
Failor and his 'valuable staff, has had a large number of students 
— 50 per cent more than the year preceding. The university is 
in the best working order, and thorough work is being done in 
all the departments. 

La Teche Seminary is favored with the gifted services of the 
Eev. W. D. Godman as Principal. Associated with him are Mrs. 
A. H. Goiman, Lady Principal; Geo. W. Wells, Professor; Miss 
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Inez A. Godman, Instructor in Music; and Miss Betty Patty, 
Teacher. The seminary has been open four months during the 
past year with an attendance of 215. The Principal regards the 
prospects of this institution as very promising. 

The Baldwin Seminary, under the management of the Rev# W. 
S. Fitch, has recently opened under encouraging auspices, and is 
designed to provide education for the children of whites. 

Much as is being done for the education of the illiterate in this 
State, we feel that much more remains to be done, and ought to 
be done to place the educational advantages of this State on a 
level with those offered by the other Southern States. We would 
therefore urge the needs not to say v claims of this Conference 
upon the attention of the Parent Society for additional facilities 
for education. 

We cannot in justice close this report without expressing our 
conviction of the wisdom of the recent appointment of the Rev. 
Dr. Hartzell as assistant Secretary of the Freedman's Aid Society 
For more than ten years he has labored in our midst, discharging 
various offices, and in all acquitting himself with credit. We 
trust that he and his worthy colleague, Dr. Rust may long be 
spared to carry on their mission for the elevation of the people 
of the Souths

ASSASSINATION OF JAMES A. GARFIELD. 

At the time of the last session of this Conference, the people 
of the United States were in the pleasant expectation of a new 
administration of public affairs that should inaugurate a new era 
of brotherly love and of national prosperity. The new era, in the 
order of a kind Providence, was brilliantly opened, and the great 
chieftain whom the people of the United States had exalted to 
the highest honor in their gift, was rapidly becoming the favorite 
of the nation and an object of the world's admiration. 

In the midst of his active and hopeful career, going in and out 
among the people, the assassin's bullet, on the second day of July, 
1881, put a sudden stop to his useful activities, and consigned 
him to a bed of languishing and ultimately of death. The history 
is familiar to all and does not require recital here . 

The blow administered by the assassin was a blow at the na- 
tion, and fifty millions of people were smitten with pain, and 
horror, and indignation. And fifty millions of people are to-day 
grateful that justice has not perished and that the bloody assas- 
sin is now doomed to expiate his crime by suffering the penalty 
of the law. 
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Our martyred President was a true statesman, an earnest 
patriot, a good citizen in private life, and, last though not least, 
he was a genuine, practical Christian, We note gratefully that 
the standard Christian virtues that illuminate private life, making 
good husbands and wives, good parents and children, also make 
good Presideuts of mighty nations and challenge the admiration 
and homage of all men. 

We may not overlook the fact that this atrocious murder was 
prompted by political disappointment and is a legitimate fruit of 
the " spoils-system " so called. May God give the nation wisdom 
to remove this foul blot from the national escutcheon and to es- 
tablish such a civil service as will best express the moral convic- 
tions of the American people and exalt the public integrity. 

We have felt, in common with the American people, the anguish 
of the national bereavement, and do most heartily extend our 
sympathies to the Christian lady who now may be regarded as 
the nation's widow, and to the mother of the great departed.

TEMPERANCE. 

The grand old Methodist Episcopal Church, true to her honest 
convictions and the Word of God, has ever been in the front 
ranks of that mighty Temperance army that is incessantly striking 
effective blows for the ultimate overthrow of the liquor traffic 
and the eradication of its baneful, blasting and withering influ- 
ences. But notwithstanding the strenuous efforts thus far put 
forth for its overthrow, intemperance still exists to such an alarm- 
ing extent as to threaten the best interests and security of our 
moral, social and political institutions. Laws regulating the sale 
of liquors have all proven ineffective in curbing the insidious 
and dangerous intrusions of the rum traffic, and we are satisfied 
that nothing less than entire and absolute prohibition will remedy 
the evil and suppress the traffic. Therefore be it 

Resolved, I. That we faithfully carry out the provisions of our Discipline 
in paragraphs 23, 3 2, 36 and 226, as they bear upon the subject of Temperance, 
and that none be ail owed to remain among us who will continue to disregard 
our disciplinary prohibition. 

Resolved, 2. That we preach or lecture upon the subject of Temperance at 
least once a quarter in each of our charges, and that while we deem it our duty 
to influence all in favor of this holy cause, still, conceiving it of paramount im- 
portance to press this matter upon the rising generation, we will not fail to 
devise various effective methods to interest the children of our Sunday Schools 
and secure their signatures to the total abstinence pledge and their hearts and 
hands devoted to the cause. 
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Resolved, 3. That the absolute prohibition of the traffic in intoxicating liquors 
as a beverage is the imperative duty of the hour, and we recommend all oppo- 
nents of the liquor traffic to unite in a solemn compact to secure such a result. 

Resolved, 4. That we request the Legislature of the State of Louisiana, at 
its session next May, to submit a constitutional amendment prohibiting the man- 
ufacture and sale of intoxicating liquors as a beverage to a decision of a popula- 
vote, that the voters of the State, irrespective of party, may have an opportunity 
to express their opinion on this important question at the ballot box. 

Resolved, 5 .That each Church and Temperance organization be requested to 
hold public meetings the first week in ^Vpril to agitate in favor of such an 
amendment. 

Resolved, 6. That the Presiding Elders and two additional members be con- 
stituted a committee to prepare and present to the Legislature; a Concurrent 
Resolution submitting to the people a Prohibitory Constitutional Amendment ; 
and shall prepare and aid in circulating petitions for the passage thereof, work- 
ing through our pastors and their local committees, and to do such other work 
as their judgment may direct. 

Resolved, 7. That we recommend to the committee the following form of 
petition : 

Petition. 

To the Senate and House of Representatives of the State of Louisiana : 

" The undersigned, adult residents of the Parish of ■ ■■, respectfully 

and earnestly pray your honorable body to adopt, and submit for ratifi- 
cation to the voters of the State, as duly and legally provided, an 
amendment to the State Constitution, to forever prohibit the manufac- 
ture and sale as a beverage of all intoxicating liquors within the juris- 
diction of this State." 

Resolved, 8, That we exert ourselves to the fullest extent of our "influence to 
bring this movement to a successful issue.

The Committee on the Orphans 5 Home respectfully report that 
shortness of time, and in the absence of official communications 
from the Board of Managers, make it impossible to present 
a full report of the condition of this institution. The loss of the 
Home Buildings by the terrific storm two years ago was an 
almost irreparable loss. Fortunately the debts are all paid, and 
a valuable property still remains. 

We understand that the Board of Managers have leased the 
plantation to Kev. Dr. W. D. Godman, for a series of years, he to 
have full charge, and to assume all risks, and as rapidly as possi- 
ble make the place productive and rebuild in part at least the 
building. Whatever improvements are made to buildings or the 
place are to remain and belong to the Home^ 

Dr. Godman is present and we suggest that he be invited to 
address the Conference as to the present condition of his work.

1. As a Conference we desire to express our high apprecia- 
tion of the work which the Church Extension Society of the M. 
E. Church has accomplished during the past year.

REV. ROBERT HODGE. 

Rev. Robert Hodge, of the Louisiana Conf en ceie, died in New 
Orleans, March 12, 1881. He was born in 1807, in Virginia, and was 
sold as a slave in this city when but a boy. He had been a mem- 
ber of the Methodist Episcopal Church forty-seven years. He 
said just before dying, "I am waiting for the Lord and feel as a 
soldier mustered out of service going to his reward." 

Bro. Hodge joined the Mississippi Mission Conference, Decem- 
ber, 1866, and was stationed for 1867. by Bishop Simpson at 
Clinton, La. His appointments were then as follows: 186g, Camp- 
bell Chapel; 1869, Carrollton and Camp Parapet; 1870, Thibo- 
cleaux; 1871 and 1872, at LaHarpe Street, New Orleans; 1873 
and 1874 at Thomson Chapel, New Orleans; 1875, Terrebonne; 
1876, Algiers. 1877 he took a superanuated relation in which he 
continued until his death. The Louisiana Conference was organ- 
ized in January, 1869, and his appointments from that year were 
in that Conference. 

Brother Hodge was a faithful man. His last years were years 
of great physical suffering. But his good wife took care of him 
and largely supported him, with a tenderness and devotion truly 
commendable. His funeral services took place from Wesley 
Chapel, in the presence of a very large audience. Dr. Hartzell 
read the ritual, and' the principal address was made by Rev. A. 
Ross, who when brought a slave to New Orleans forty years ago 
first met Bro. Hodge, then a slave also. Between them there has 
been a life-long friendship. The expenses of the funeral were 
borne by the Harmonia Benevolent Society, of which Emsley 
Brower is president. 

Thus one by one the old veterans of the cross pass from their 
labor to reward. May God bless and comfort the widow. 
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BEV. JAMES HAYWARD. 

Rev. James Hayward was a native of Maryland and a relative 
of Bishop Hayward. He was brought to. the South quite young 
and served through the hardships of slavery. He served in the 
Union Army as a soldier, and was shot before the war for his re- 
ligion and shot several times in the war for his freedom. After 
an honorable discharge he came home to his people and entered 
the ministry for his Lord and Master. At the Mississippi Mission 
Conference, 1866, he was recommended as a local deacon with 
three others from New Orleans District (Hayward, Hodge, Boyal), 
admitted on trial, and appointed to Baton Rouge by Bishop 
Simpson. Here he was successful as a Gospel Minister, and he 
was reapxDointed by Bishop Ames and Bishop Simpson a third 
term. He was admitted into full connection January 14, 1869, 
and elected to Elder's Orders. In 1870 he was appointed to 
First and Sixth Streets by Bishop Scott, then appointed to Wes- 
ley Chapel, New Orleans, where he served his people with credit 
to the church. In 1873 he was appointed to Mount Zion by 
Bishop Foster, where he is well remembered. 1874 he served 
First Street and Mount Zion (appointed by Bishop Merrill). In 
1876 he was reappointed to Mount Zion by Bishop Haven, and 
in 1877 he was appointed to Donaldsonville, In 1878 he was ap- 
pointed to Franklin, La., and was reappointed in 1879, Here he 
was visited with the terrible affliction of insanity. At times he 
would preach and sing as when he was well. His wife brought 
him to this city, and cared for him, assisted by her many friends, 
until death came and relieved her. He died in this city on the 
10th of March, 1881, and was buried on the 11th from Mount 
Zion Church, on Jackson street. The funeral services were at- 
tended by Revs. Green, Parks, King, Gould and others, He 
leaves a wife and son and many relatives and friends to mourn 
his loss.

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ANNIVERSARY MEETING. 

On Saturday night during the Conference Session a public meeting was held. 
The house was crowded. Mrs. Dr. Hartzell presided and stated that the object 
of the meeting was to forward the interests of the Woman's Home Missionary 
Society. 

The first speaker was Mrs. Marcus Dale, who in a few well chosen remarks 
endorsed the work of the Society, and desired its work to go forward in every 
part of the State. 

Miss Cowgill, one of the Missionaries of the Society, spoke at length of the 
work being accomplished ; of its necessity, of the anxiety of the poor people in 
our State for help, and of the blessed rewards attending the work. 

Dr. Hartzell gave an account of the growth of the organization in the North- 
ern Conferences ; commended highly the efforts now being made among the 
ladies of Louisiana Conference to help in the good work of sending Christian 
women into the houses of their own people. God's blessing was on the work. 
He also showed the relation of this Society to the other societies of the church, 
and that it was doing a work not being accomplished by any other society in 
the church. 

Mrs. Hester Williams, who had been a slave nearly all her life, gave a thrill- 
ing address telling how God had led her to this hour, and how that now for 
the first time the way was clear before her to do something for the Master. She 
had during the past year set apart a hen from her flock and raised $8.00. She 
had also planted some sugar cane in her garden, and had made $6.00 out of 
that for the missionary cause. 

The meeting was enthusiastic throughout, and besides giving information to 
the preachers, resulted in the organization of a good local Society at Franklin.

In 1878, $22,500 were expended in 
aiding 400 students in sums varying from $10 to $100. Eev. D. 

Collections for this 
Society are used to aid needy students preparing for the min- 
istry.

BOOK CONCEBN. 

The Methodist Book Concern is the property of the General 
Conference, \t was commenced in 1797, by John Dickson, on a 
borrowed capital of $600. In 1804 it was removed to New York. 
In 1836 it was destroyed by fire, loss $250,000, but was soon re- 
built. The capital in 1877 was $1,122,015.96. The periodicals 
issued by the publishing house East and West, are one quarterly, 
four monthlies, twelve weeklies, and about a score of Sunday 
school papers and helps.
